CONGRESS A SK ED TO P R O H IB IT 
SPECULATIVE SHORT-SELLING 
ON GRA IN EXCHANGES

Washington, July 17—(ILE)—Appeals 
from the farm belt for relief from a 
situation arising out of record low 
wheat prices leave officials perplexed. 
Practically a1! who have to do with 
agricultural problems emphasize th a t 
conditions will not be corrected until 
the farm er quits raising more w heat 
than can be eaten. 
Yet cases of indi­ 
vidual 
desperation, 
if they become 
sufficiently numerous, m ay create a 
situation which congress might deal 
with. 
Protests and proposals are coming 
from Vice President Curtis and Jam es 
E. Watson, state m ajorjity leader, and 
from a host of others in and out of 
official life. 
Congress is facing a po­ 
litical year. 
Legislators m ay be forced to pass 
measures which might not be altogeth­ 
er approved by the executive branch. 
Proposals take three general lines: 
1. 
T hat the farm board cease ab­ 
solutely the sale of any of its surplus 
wheat. 
2. 
T hat congress prohibit specula­ 
tive short selling on grain exchanges. 
3. 
That a m oratorium be declared 
on farm m ortgages and other indivi­ 
dual debts owed by farmers. 
Chairm an Jam es C. Stone 
of 
the 
federal farm board said the board is 
not selling any w heat in 
the 
south­ 
west except small am ounts 
and 
in 
each case the board is buying wheat 
to replace it bushel for bushel. 
More 
than 1,000,000 bushels of high-protein 
spring w heat has been 
sold 
in 
the 
northw est to millers who would have 
to shut down otherwise and wait for 
the new crop to get special w heat for 
particular grades of flour. 
The board 
recently promised it would sell not 
more than 5,000,000 bushels of w heat 
a m onth but many, 
including 
Vice 
president 
Curtis, 
say 
the 
board 
should promise not to sell any of its 
more than 200,000,000 
bushels 
while 
the present crop is being moved, or 
until the price reaches 85 cents. 
‘W h e a t is selling too 
low,” 
Stone 
said. 
“Farm ers can m ake 
more 
by 
feeding it to live stock. If they would 
hold beck their w heat and reduce ac­ 
reage for the next crop it would tend 
to help prices, I believe.” 
Proposals 
that 
congress* prohibit 
speculative short-selling are expected 
to gain new force next winter in view 
of President Hoover’s recent denun­ 
ciation of this practice.

changed to conform with some of its 
provisions, these provisions are inva­ 
lid, Benson said, 
Benson today promised the fullest 
cooperation of his office in efforts to 
accomplish the same purposes th a t 
would have been guaranteed had the 
act not been invalidated. 
The provisions held invalid are: 
Provision 
for 
appointment 
of 
a 
special assistant county attorney gen­ 
eral to devote his entire time to the 
securities division. 
Placing the state 
criminal 
appre­ 
hension bureau a t the command of 
the securities commissioner; and a 
paragraph requiring the attorney gen­ 
eral and securities commissioner to 
ald In stock fraud prosecutions on th e 
request of any county attorney. 
The rem aining sections of the act 
are held to comply sufficiently w ith 
the title. 
These sections provide th a t 
the commissioner of securities m ay 
require any issuer of a security, brok- 
ci or agent, to m ake a confidential re­ 
port on sales as well as the provision 
for n w arning on every prospectus of 
stock that permission from the state 
for sales does not constitute a g u a r­ 
antee of the issue.

Papers were made out by Mrs. M. S. 
Splayn appealing to the court for an 
examination of Wheeler’s mentality. 
The examination was held Monday 
morning at l l o’clock. 
D uring 
the 
examination 
W heeler 
conducted himself very creditably and 
answered questions in a m anner which 
belied any traces of insanity. 
It was 
due mostly, and largely to his queer 
actions last sum m er and the recur­ 
rence of the trouble recently, that, doc­ 
tors and judge decided on the rest 
and treatm ent at the Fergus Falls 
hospital as a benefactor. 
Two 
peculiar 
disappearances 
by 
Wheeler, both of unnecessarily lengthy 
duration, within a year, brought about 
a probing of affairs and the exam ina­ 
tion. 
Trouble with Mrs. Splayn. his 
housekeeper is said to be one of the 
factors. 
This item will be removed 
as Mrs. Splayn has left Pillager and 
is to return no more. 
Those who knew Wheeler in the 
past never suspected insanity. 
He 
has been a resident of Pillager foi 12 
years or more, buying chickens, wool 
fur and old iron. 
He has always been 
a square dealer, and has bought thou­ 
sands of dollars worth of produce 
from farm ers in this locality. 
W’hile 
no 
great 
shakes 
of a 
bookkeeper,'' 
W heeler generally kept a m em oran­ 
dum of things and had a faculty f 
keeping facts in his head and usually 
could give full detail of all tran sac­ 
tions. 
The testim ony of Mrs. Splayn in the 
case was said to be more or less flimsy 
and not of sufficient strength to com­ 
m it anyone to an institution for in­ 
sane. 
H er house keeping duties be­ 
gan several years back and at first, 
were congenial enough, un the last 
year or so, considerable quarreling 
was manifest anti wages w era.said*to1, 
be the bone of contention. 
At the examination at W alker Mon­ 
day, Andrew Swedberg, Frank Jones, 
John Moore and Jim Daugherty wei ^ 
called as witnesses. 
The two former, 
were the ones who found Wheeler in 
the barn and knew his condition at 
that time.

Milk fever Is a disease which may 
o ccur with any co w, fo llo wing calving, 
no m atter ho w well she It handled. It 
seems especially likely to o ccur with 
high pro ducers. 
Our advice Is that It is best to call 
a veterinary who will give the pro per 
treatm ent nnd explain the cure that Is 
needed. The mo dern metho d o f distend­ 
ing the udder with nlr It very effec­ 
tive a nd with this treatm ent few fa­ 
talities o ccur. 
Milk fever o utfits are 
available fo r use by every dairym an 
hut due to danger o f Infectio n, It Is 
pro bably better to have the veterl 
nary do the wo rk. It Is a go o d pratile* 
It» milk the co w a little two o r three 
times a day during milk fever to m ake 
sure tlmt nil quarters are milking 
freely.— Exchange.

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STOP LOSSES FROM 
ACID OR SOUR MILK 


Washing and Cooling of All 
Utensils Imperative. 


(By D. 8. KOCHKTSKR, Special tnt In Dairy 
Technology. Ohio state Uni vacuity. I 
H eavy losses due to Hie d e v e lo p ­ 
ment of acid or sour milk may tie 
prevented. 
The cause of souring is 
the 
rapid growth of acid-producing 
organism s. 
These organism s are not 
harmful to the health o f the consum­ 
er, 
hut 
are objectionable 
when 
In 
milk that Is supposed to be sweet. 
To avoid tills trouble it is best for 
dairym en 
to use buckets, 
strainers 
and cans that are well tinned and 
constructed so that they can be thor­ 
oughly washed and sterilised. 
A fter milking, it 
is best to rinse 
the u te n s il with cold 
water, 
then 
wash with hot water, w ashing pow­ 
der and brush. 
Do not use soap. soap 
powders and cloth. 
After washing, 
all utensils are sterilized with scald­ 
ing w ater or a chlorine sterilizer. The 
scalding water Is preferable. 
T he milk should also be cooled as 
soon as possible to fto degrees or low­ 
er 
iin ii beld at this tem perature at 
nil tim es, With well water at Hie pre­ 
vailing tem peratures in Ohio It will 
require at least 5 gallons o f water for 
each gallon of milk to be cooled. 
Although a tem perature o f 55 de­ 
grees may seem lower than necessary, 
Hie 
best 
results are obtained 
with 
that or lower tem peratures. The or­ 
ganism 
that 
causes sour 
milk 
will 
develop about lo times as fast at AO 
degrees lls it will at 50 degrees, and 
700 tim es as fast at TO degrees as 
it will at 50 degrees. 


Modern Cow Needs More 
Than Pasture Feeding 
Pasture alone was satisfactory for 
cow s In the early days when even the 
hest of cow s yielded only an amount of 
milk which would now he too low for 
profit, but the present-day anim al lias 
been developed to have a capacity for 
producing milk * 0 great that any ordi­ 
nary 
pasture 
carmot 
furnish 
lier 
enough teed for Im ii ii milk production 
and for the maintenance of lier body, 
says Prof. F. B. Morrison, head of tin* 
animal husbandry departm ent at tile 
New York 
Slate College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Referring to the present surplus of 
milk, Professor Morrison says the way 
to 
reduce 
the surplus 
e c o n o m ic a lly 
and efficiently is to cult out and SMI 
to 
the 
butcher 
the 
low 
producers. 
which, even under normal conditions, 
do no* pay for their keep. 
lf every 
dairyman who lins low producers in 
Ids herd would dispose of just one 
cow. the poorest one in his barn, the 
dairy surplus problem would bo solved 
almost overnight, he says. 
All 
Investigations on 
the cost of 
milk production show that high-pro­ 
ducing cows produce milk and butter­ 
fat more cheaply than those of mod­ 
erato or low production. 
Nigh pro­ 
duction can never he secured except 
when good cows arc well fed. 


Treating Milk Fever 
Milk fever is a disease which may 
occur with any cow, follow ing calving, 
no m atter how well she is handled. It 
seem s especially likely to occur with 
high producers. 
Our advice is that it is best to call 
a veterinary who will give the proper 
treatm ent and explain the care that is 
needed. The modern method o f distend­ 
ing the udder with air is very effec­ 
tive and with this treatm ent few fa­ 
talities occur. 
Milk fever outfits are 
available for use by every dairyman, 
but due to danger of infection, It Is 
probably better to have the veteri­ 
nary do tin* work. It is a good practice 
to milk the cow a little two or three 
tim es a day during milk fever to make 
sure that 
all 
quarters are 
milking 
freely.— Exchange.

have belied any possibility that the 
first transcendental exploit w as mere­ 
ly the result of luck. 
His Good Will Trip. 
In four years since he startled the 
world he has been the object of at­ 
tem pted exploitation in every field, de­ 
spite which lie still is best identified 
for his contributions to aviation. 
After his return to the U nited .States 
in 15)27 he soon embarked on a na­ 
tion-wide tour, under auspices of the 
Guggenheim foundation, which aimed 
to build iq» popular interest in avia­ 
tion - in a word, to help make the pub­ 
lic “air minded.”
